CHICAGO, Sept. 21.—Walt and Jennie 
Greenhaulgh, together with Harold 
Mitchell, Mrs. Mitchell and Mra. 
Leulse Smith, who were _arrest- 
ed. on the charge of causing 
the death of Greenhaulgh’s invalid 
mother, were today taken frem Zion 
City to the County Jail at Waukegan 
in order to avoid any possibility ef an 
putbreak. The feeling against them is 
intense. 

The inquest will be resumed tonight. 
and it is possible that further arrests 
will be made, as it is believed that 
other cures for ‘“‘demoniacal possession”’ 


have terminated disastrously to patients. 


The case of Bertha Young, 19 years 
old, who recently died in Zion City, is 


wnder investigation. 


Mitchell Tells of Strangling. 
Mitchell, principal among the tortur- 


_ @rs, has admitted that he has resorted 
- fo the process of strangling on numer- 
‘ie ous. occasions where persons were 

found to be possessed of “demons.” 


Mitchell testified before the Coroner 
that when he clutched the woman’s 
throat with his fingers the spirit forced 
him to crush the bones of the larynx. 

“As long as the muscles moved under 
my fingers,”’ he said, ‘I felt I had the 
demon, and I ‘had to squeeze to get 
him out. Now I know I did wrong, but 


the devil had me in his power and I 


had to do it.’’ 
“Did the devil have you in his power 


When you choked these other people?” {8%al Wild to be brought to St. Louis and 


inquired Coroner Taylor. 

“He must have had me. I thought it 
was God at first, but now I know it 
Was the devil. I know it—I’ve had 
manifestations. ' 

Resurrections Sought. 

Coroner Taylor says he has proof that 
persons have been tortured ‘to death and 


their bodies kept for days in the hope! 


that “‘the gift of tongues” 
store them to life. 

Mrs. Mitchell said today: 

“When we started to Mrs. Green- 
haulgh’s house a radiant light, as of 
the Holy Ghost, led us. When we got 
there the devil came himself and 
fought with the spirit. There was a 
great struggle, and the devil won.” 

Jennie Greenhaulgh lies face down- 
ward in her cell, 

“Tf I could die I would be happier,” 
she moaned. “Poor mother! We loved 
her so we stayed single for her until 
now we are too old to marry—broth- 
ér and I. She said, a few days ago, 
‘If I can't get relief soon, I want to 
go to Heaven. Maybe God answered 
her prayer. 

‘They bent her legs till they broke. 
Mitchell put his hands over her 
mouth when she tried to callus. 
When they tertured her, we ignored 
her cries. They held her down and 
pulled her head until they broke her

Flavius J. Tygard Taken to 
Kansas City on Embez- 
zlement Charge. 
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Capt. Flavius J. Tygard, former presi- 
dent of the Bates County National Bank 
of Butler, Mo., and trusted official pf 
the Masonic Home of Missouri and half 
a dozen lodge and real estate concerns 
throughout Missouri, passed through St. 


Louis Friday in custody of Deputy 
United States Marshal Wild, on his, way 
to. Kansas wity to answer an indict- 
ment of 11 counts charging the aged 
banker with appropriating the bank’s* 
funds to his own use. — 

Tottering under the weight of his 72 
years, much of that time having been 
spent in doing good to others, Capt. 
Tygard was brought to St. Louis by 
Deputy Marshal Wild from Farmington, 
Mo. Since his indictment by the Fed- 
erul grand jury at Kansas City, Capt. 
Tygard has been confined in the State 
Insane Asylum at Farmington. On an 
order from Judge Dyer of the United 
States Court he was delivered to Mar- 


then taken to Kansas City to answer to 
the embezzlement charge. 
Twice the authorities at the Farming- 
ton asylum had refused to give him up 
to Wild. Contempt proceedings against 
the superintendent of the asylum re- 
sulted in the order to turn him over to 
the Government authorities. The Gov- 
ernment established the claim that Capt. 
Tygard’s confinement in the asylum was 
a ruse to prevent his trial in the Fed- 
eral court at Kansas City. 

Hurried to Kansas City. 
When Deputy Wild reached St. Louis 
with the aged banker he took him 1m- 
mediately to the office of United States 
Marshal Morsey at the Federal Build- 
ing. 

Capt. Tygard was arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Chase Mor- 
sey. The Commissioner had bit three 
things to determine--whether an_ of- 
fense had been committed in the Kan- 
sas City District of the Federal 
Court, whether there was probable cause 
that the defendant named in the indict- 
‘ment had committed that offense and 
whether Capt. Tygard was the identical 
person named in the indictment. These 
three things were soon determined and 
Commissioner Morsey issued the order 
of removal to Kansas City. Judge Dyer 
signed the order of removal and Wild 
was on his way to Kansas City with 
Capt. Tygard on the 2 o'clock train: 
Capt. Tygard thus spent less than two 
hours in St. Louis, 

Capt. Tygard was a model prisoner, 
Deputy Wild said. ‘‘Don’t be afraid, I 
won't try to get away from vou,” Wild 
says the aged prisoner said to him as 
they were en route to St. Louls. 

Capt. Tygard is as sane as sane can 
be, according to his own statements, and 
to judge from the manner in which he 
conducted himself after he arrived at 
the Federal Building. Soon after he got 
there Assistant District Attorney Daues 
went up to him and introduced him- 
self. A long conversation ‘followed, in 
which Capt. Tygard discussed his case 
with Daues.. He had refused to make 
any atatement to reporters who accosted 
him, saying that he “had nothing to Say 
at this stage of the game.’ 

Glad te Stand Trial. 

Daues said after the interv lew that 
Capt. Tygard told him he was glad to 
go back to face the charges against him 
for three reasons: “First, because I 
can't help myself,” said Capt. Tygard, 

“second, because I want to go back to 
the county where I was a banker from 
1870 to the time of this trouble and want 
to stand trial before the people among 
whom I have moved all these years, and 
last, because I'@ rather go there or 
anywhere else than to stay iy an in- 
sane asylum. B.

BITTEN SAVING — 
CHILDREN, DIES 
VOROPHOBIA 


Lutheran Hospital Patient Be- 
lieved to Have Had Dread 
Malady. 


CHOKEDDOG TO DEATH 


Animal’s Mouth Had Rubbed 
Against His as They Strug- 
gled in Yard. 


Max Podgorschek of “6006 Hancock 
street died at 3:30 a. m. Saturday at the 
Luthern Hospital of a disease diagnosed 
by the physicians th attendance, 
cluding a Pasteur expert, as hydropho- 
bia. Every symptom exhibited by the 
man after being seized with the fatal 
illness Thursday is said to have indi- 
cated this malady, which is so rare that 
some physicians discredit its existence. 

While Podgorschek lived, the physi- 
cians thought his case inignt possibly 


be hysterla, which sometimes sim\'!ates 
the symptoms of. hydrophobia. A man 
at the City Fiospital recently barked an@ 
frothed at the mouth, but recovered 
trom what was shown to be hysteria 
due to intense fear that he would suf- 
fer hydrophobia., 

Podgorschek’s death in coma, follow- 
jing delirium, is said by the physiciars 
Ito remove the last vestige of doubt. 

Early in August a huge mastiff in- 
vaded Podgorschek’s yard and to pre- 
vent the animal, which seemed to be 
mad, from attacking his small chil- 
dren, Podgorschek battled with it. 
The mastiff snapped at his face, and 
he grappled with it, man and beast 
falling to earth. The dog’s mouth 
rubbed against the man’s, and Pod- 
gorschek lost a tooth in the fall, but 
he was unable to find afterward any 
break in the skin indicating a bite. 

He choked t!:e dog to death with his 
hands. 

Choked at Word Water.” 

Podgorschek believed he had escaped 
injury, and gave no further thought to 
whea 
he was taken suddenly ill He was 
seized with viclent thirst, but when his 
wife approached him with water, or 
when mention was made of water, Pod- 
gocschek strangled. 

As the hours passed, this aversion to 
water increased, and the strangling 
amounted to paroxysms. Thursday 
evening Dr. L. W. Schermann of 543% 
Old Manchester road was summoner. 
He found Podgorschek in such a.condl- 
tion :hat he could swallow nothing, and 
medicine was administered hypodermic- 
ally. 

The sick man did not yield ¢o treat- 
ment, but grew worse, the spasms at 
the thought or mention of water grow- 
ing hourly more violent. His mouth 
watered consta: tly. 

From the time Podgorschek was seized 
Thursday until his death he was unable 
to drink any water. 

Dr, Schermann summoned Dr. Harry 
A. Upshaw, Dr. Robert Lilleman and 
Dr. J. H. McCaughan, who agreed witn 
him that the case clearly indicuted hy- 
drophehia. Friday night Podgorsche. 
was taken to the hospital. Dr. Carl 
Fisch, «a Pasteur expert, examined him 
there. 

The patient's temperature rose rapidly, 
and he became delirious. From this he 
passed into coma, from which the phy- 
Siclans were unable to rouse him, and in 
which he died, 

At ll a. m. Saturday a post mortem 
was held, at which a “culture” was 
made from a portion of Podgorschek’s 
brain. Rabbits will be'fnoculated with 
this, and if they exhibit hydrophoblia 


symptoms the case will be finally prov- 
en. Podgorschek was 41 years Old. *

Employers Pay No ‘Attention 
to Workers’ Letter Sent 
and Will Fight. 





22,000 OUT, MEN SAY 





Manufacturers Declare There 
Are but 15,000 All Told 
in the City. 





The largest industry in St. Louis is 
threatened with complete paralysis by 
the strike of the shooworners in 18 big 
factories. 

St. Louis is probably the largest shoe 
manufacturing center in the United 
States, and half a dozen of the smaller 
factories only are not affected by the 
strike. The army’of workers on a 
strike is now estimated by the union of- 
ficials at 22,000, though the manufactur. 
ers say the total number employed is 
15,000. 

For the week ending Sept. 7, the last 
for which official figures afte obtain- 
able, the shoe factories’ in St. Louis 
made 455,024 pairs of shoes, the daily 
average being 75,827. 

The factories that

A Remarkable Strike. 

In many respects the strike of the 
shoeworkers is the most. remarkable in | 
the history of trades unionism. At the 
time of the strike not more than one-, 
tenth of the shoeworkert were members 
of any labor organization. Yet the strike 
was so complete that within 15 minutes | 
after the shoeworkers walked out not a | 
wheel was turning in any of the mam- | 
moth factorfes, some of which turned | 
out 10,000 pairs of finished shoes every 
day. 

The’ shoe cutters, the rejection of 
whose demands precipitated the strike, ' 
had an organization of 1500 members. Of! > 
the other 20,000 whe struck only #00! 
were members of the union. In one 
day .5000 joined the union, and the oth-: 
ers are being taken in as rapidly as they 
can be supplied with application blanks. 

The cutters began forming an organ- 
ization in April, and in June formulated 
their demands for increased wages and 
shorter hours. They demanded a nine- 
hour day instead of 10 hours, a minimum 
wage scale of $)8 a week, certain in- 
creases in the price of plece work, and 
that only one apprentice be employed for 
each 10 journeymen cutters. 

These demands were presented to the 
superintendents of four of the Hamil- 
ton-Brown Co.’s factories, the four 
Brown Shoe Co.’s factories, the three 
factories of the Peters Shoe Co., the 
four factories of the Roberts, Johnson 
& Rand Shoe Co., and the facteries 
of the Courtney Shoe Co., the Glesecke- 
D’Oench-Hayes Shoe Co., the Dittman 
Shoe Co., the Goodbar Shoe Co., and the 
Carruthers-Jones Shoe Co. The manu- 
facturers met and decided not to yield 
to the demands of the cutters’ union. 

Cutters Out First. 

This led to the. strike of the cutters 
Thursday, fellowed by the general strike 
of all shoeworkers in the shops owned 
by these manufacturers. 

Business Agent George C. Frank of 
the Independent Boot and Shoe Cnt- 
ters’: Union of Missouri, in behalf of 
all other striking crafts than the cut- 
ters, made a demand upon the manu- 
facturers Saturday for a nine-hour 
day for the stitchers, lasters, edge- 
makers, bottomers, stock fitters and 
finishers. 

It was stipulated in the demand that 
the rate of pay was to remain the 
same for the nine-hour day as for ten 
hours. The demands as to’ wage in- 
creases probably will be made more 
specific before the strikers ask for con- 
ferences with the manufacturers, 

The strikers say that they are will- 
ing to confer with the manufacturers 
any time relative to their demands. So 
far the manufacturers have ignored all 
demands of the strikers, 

I. H. Sawyer, a director of the Brown 
Shoe Co., who is president of the Shoe 
Manufacturers’ Association ef 8st. 
Louls, said Saturday that he had no 
statement to give out in regard to the 
meeting of the manufacturers Friday 
afternoon. 

He would not say whether another 
meeting would be held Saturday, or 
whether a committee had been ap- 
pointed to formulate a plan for the set- 
tlement of the strike. 

Will Not Join Others. 

Michael Flahive, business agent of the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ International 
Union, which has union stamp agree- 
ments with the Wertheimer-Swarts Shoe 
Company, the Johansen Brothers Shoe 
Company, the John Meters Shoe Com- 
pany, and the union factory of the 
Hamilton-Brown Shoe Company, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that it was 
not likely that his organization would 
become involved in the strike. 

He said that while the cutters had 
made a demand for a nine-hour day and 


a minimum wage of 8 a day, they 
could not strike until after arbitration 


had been tried and failed.

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FOLK CHEERED. 
AT JAMESTOWN 


AS 0G FADER 
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Referred to 
Possibility, He Gets an 
‘Ovation.

NORFOLK, Va.. Sept. 


Folk of Missouri received an ovation 
toady as a presidential possibility in 


1908. When Lieutenant Governor ETii- 
son, in his address of welcome,’ refer- 
red to Gov. Folk as the party leader 
ef the Democrats, there was tumultous 
applause. 

This was Missouri Day at the James- 
town Exposition and the principal 
speaker was Gov. Folk, who talked on 
“Liberty of the Individual Right, not 
a Priviledge.’’ The celebration was the 
most elaborate of any of the State days. 

Gov. Folk was accompanied by Mrs. 
Folk, Inspector General J. L. Hanley of 
the Missouri National Guards, George 
Creel of Kansas City, and Harry T. 
Kent of St. Louis. They were the cen- 
ter of a‘crowd of thousands which had 
gathered froin many Southern States 
to hear the reform governor speak. 

Folk Scores the Tariff. 

In his address Gov. Folk discussed law 
enforcement, federal interference with 
State rights and the .tarriff. While gen- 
eral in his discussion of the tarriff, Gov. 
Folk said that the present duty scale 
could not be defended. It wag ‘“trust- 
making.” he declared, that hampered 
American trade at home and abroad. 

The liberty of individuals, he said, did 
not permit the breaking of laws. Liberty 
was not lawlessness, declared the gover- 
nor. 

Gov. Folk declared that he did not be- 
lieve n trust-baiting, but that if the 
conduct of the corporation magnates 
showed respect .or the law in the same 
degree that they expected others to 
show toward corporation property, there 
would be no need of agitation. 

Railroad Legisiation. 

Taking up ratiroad legislation, he said 
that States should ‘be given the sole 
right to govern them within their own 
boundaries. Federal interference of the 
neforcement of laws until those laws 
had been found constntutional curtailed 
the rights of States, said the Governor.

The Police Board has not yet inti- 
mated what disposition will be made of 
Probationary Patrolman Thomas Hum- 
phrey, convicted by a jury Friday of 
fourth-degree mansiaughter and given 
six months in Jail for killing Daniel G. 
Guy, & city ambulance driver. Hum- 
phrey was sent back to Jalil. 

Humphrey was suspended from duty 
by Acting Night Chief of Police Thomas 
Walsh when he was brought into head- 
quarters the early morning of June 9, 
after he had killed Guy. Walsh's re- 
port stated that Humphrey was intox- 
icated. 

According to police regulations the 
Board of Commissioners always take 
cognizance of a superior officer’s ob- 
servations of derelictions. Police In- 
spector McDonnell, whose duty it be- 
comes to formulate specific charges 
based on such a report, has not yet 
filed any charges against Humphrey. 

Under the last ruling of the Police 
Poard on intoxication, no excuse ig ac- 
cepted nor even a reprimand admin- 
istered in cases of drunkenness. The 
delinquent is summarily discharged from 
the force. Probationary patrolmen are 
not even entitled to trials before the 
Police Board, if that body elects not 
to try them. 

Humphrey shouted instructions to his 
Wife, after the verdict had been an- 
nounced in his case, Friday evening, to 
see his attorneys, Orrick Bishop and Jo- 
séph McCoy, and have them ask for 
an appeal from the jury’s verdict. Hum- 
phrey plainiv expressed his displeasure 
over the verdict. 

In giving his charge to the jury, Judge 
Sale outlined four possible verdicts— 
first degree murder, on which charge 
‘the indictment ‘against Humphrey had 
been drawn; second degree murder, 
fourth degree manslaughter and acquit- 
ital on the grounds of self-defense. 

The State introduced in rebuttal of 
Humphrey's own testimony that he shot 
Guy in self-defense, two police reports 
made by Humphrey which contradicted 
-his statement on the witness stand. 
|Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Grant 
sillgspie told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that’ the Circuit Attorney's office had 
been put to unnecessary trouble to force 
these reports from the Police Depart- 
ment, even carrying the matter up to 
Chief Creecy.

Mrs. Shea Declares That a Ten- 
Hour Day Is Too Long for 


Workers. 

Mrs. Mary Shea of 1457 North Market 
street, who has worked in a shoe ftac- 
tory for 16 years, said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Saturday that in her 
opinion a ten-hour day’s work is too 
much for the health of any girl or 
woman, 

‘The women and giris who work in 


shoe factories,’’ Mrs. Shea said, “are 
either self- Siar or they have oth- 


ers dependent upon them for support 
and first of all they must not break 
down or they can‘t make their living. 
It is hard work. Wages range from $3 


up to the vampers, who sometimes make 
{25 a week. 


“T know of one factory where the 
girls are lined up and told just how 
much work they must turn out. If a 
break in the machinery occurs and they 
are delayed they have to make up the 
loss by working eleven or twelve hours 
a day. in. some of the factories they 
are made to work to the limit of their 
endurance and when they go home at 


night they are go tired that they can 
never think of-going any place for 
amusement or recreation. 

“In many. of the factories conditions 
are good and the foremen are consider- 
ate, but a 10-hour day is too long a 
time to ‘work and expenses have in- 
creased so that no one can live on any 
less money than is being paid for a 
week’s work now. 

“The girls and women are loyal to 
the union men and will not go back to 
work until the differences of the men 
are settled.”’ 

Mrs. Shea has acted as temporary 
chairman of the women’s meetings and 
will probably be elected president of the 
women’s union.

Patrolman Lindsay Pleads 
Guilty and Is Let Off 
With Reorimand.

Her Late Husband, a Saloon- 
Keeper, Lent the Police-

Departing from its set rule of dismiss- 
ing from the force any patrolman found 
guilty of borrowing money from a sa- 
loonkeeper, the Board of Police Friday 
evening contented itself with adminis- 
tering a reprimand to Probationary Pa- 
troiman Charles H. Lindsay of Central 
District. Lindsay had pleaded guilty to 
two specific charges of borrowing from 
saloonkeepers on his beat. 

Lindsay is the first policeman to ap- 
pear before the present board on a 
charge of borrowing money from sa- 
loonkeepers who has not been  dis- 
missed. Though he has been on the 
force but a few months he has fre- 
quently boasted to brother officers that 
he is “an heir to a sergeant’s shield.’’ 

Only two weeks ago the board sum- 
marily dismissed Patrolman Henry 
Bergicld, who pleaded that long con- 
tinued illness of his wife had driven 
him to borrow money from a saloon- 
keeper. One of the complaining wit- 
ness against Lindsay was the widow of 
a former saloonkeeper from whom Lind- 
say had borrowed $30. 


Refused to Pay. 


®he stated that when she asked Lind- 
say for the money he refused to pay 
her. Lindsay pleaded ignorance of the 
manual as his defense. His punishment 
consisted cf lectures by President Ste- 
wart and Vice-President Bland. 

Patrolman Adolph Himiles of the Deer 
Street District, charged with engaging 
in the laundry business in violation of 
the rules of the manual which forbid a 
policem:n yoine a anv outside business, 
asked the board to continue his case 
for two weeks. He said his most im- 
portant witness was absent from the 
city. The board was-on the verge of 
sranting the continuance when Capt. 
Johnson asked permission to whisper 
to President Stewart. The permission 
was granted and when Capt. Johnson 
got through whispering President Ste- 
wart announced that the board would 
proceed with the case and that if it de- 
veluped later that a continuance was 
meeessary it would be granted. 
“Gentlemen of the board,” said Him- 
Yles. “You have taken me off my guard. 
I fully expected to be granted a con- 
egiinuance. Will you excuse me from 
the room for a fevr minutes until I 
can prepare a def:nse?’’ 

“Certainly,” replied President Stewart. 

Iiimiles left the room and another 
case was called. A few minutes later 
the sergeant-at-arms was called to the 
door. He was handed a slip of paper 
which he turned over to President 
Stewart. .Mr. Stewart read the paper 
and then smilingly announced that the 
witnesses in the case of Patrolman 
Himiles were excused from service. 

‘Shall I tell them when to return?’ 
inquired the sergeant-at-arms. 

“No,” said Mr. Stewart, laughing. 
“Just tell them they are excused from 
further service.” 

Patrolman Resigns. 


The slip of paper received by Presi- 
dent Stewart read: “I hereby resign. 
Adolph Himiles.”’

In 
his own country a Russian would esteem it an 
honor to vacate his luxury in favor of a Princess, 
and if he did not she would soon know the rea- 
son why. 

The moral is that when in this country it be- 
comes necessary sometimes to do as the Rus- 
sians do. 
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Attorney-General Hadley is said to have re- 
ceived a report from Adjutant-General De Ar- 
mond to the effect that 90 per cent of the Mis- 
souri “service claims” for war supplies alleged 
to have been furnished to the Government in 
the late unpleasantness are fraudulent. This 
kind of honesty has its modern counterpart in 
the food trusts. 
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FIGHTING THE DEVIL WITH FIRE-WATER. 

Reform sometimes proceeds by economics as 
well as by ethics. One of Mr. Bryan’s intimates 
and foremost advisers once busted a trust, or 





hearly busted it, by establishing a competition | 


that the trust could not beat and then selling out 
to it for about fifteen millions. 

Why not “bust’’ the lid clubs in the county by 
developing a good, strong, independent drinking 
place that will draw all their patrons away from 
them? Prominent capitalists of the county who 
have been inseparably associated with late re- 
forms are now taking over the management of 
an outlying hostelry in which a well-organized 
bar will be a prominent feature. 

Heretofore the hostelry, erected for the Ep- 
worth League’s entertainment during the World’s 
Fair, has been chiefly known for its want of that 
feature, but now one of the purchasing capitalists, 
who bore an honorable and even conspicuous part 
in the recent Folk crusade, says he believes that 
“a first-class place where drinks can be bought 
will be an advantage.” 

A first-class place run under the auspices of 
reform will undoubtedly prove an advantage to 
somebody. But whether it can accomplish the 
real purpose of reform through destructive com- 
petition without dispensing sabbatical refresh- 
ment remains to be seen. Is it enough to fight 
the devil six days in the week and let him have 
things all his own way on the seventh? 

In the end reform may find it necessary to 
fight the devil on his own ground with his own 
weapons and without ceasing, for when one is 
putting the devil out of business he is likely to 
reason that the end justifies any means. 
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Affinities seem to be growing less relentless. 
One of them has just given a husband back to 
his wife. In time we may educate the affinity 
into a morally responsible being who will keep 
his or her illicit soulfulness to himself or her- 
self, or, better still, forget about it. 
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MR. HASKELL ON HONEST PEOPLE. 

Gov.-Elect Haskell of Oklahoma appears to 
entertain the idea that in the recent political 
contest in that State the honest people were 
on one side, his own, and the dishonest people 
on the other.. 

Thus in a statement which he has issued he 
says he “is profoundly thankful to the honest 
people of the State for their support;” that he 
is under obligation to nobody except the honest 
people who elected him and tikat in office it 
will be his duty and pride to serve the honest 
people of the State. 

Making due allowance for the fact that Mr. 
Haskell had just finished an exciting campaign 
and that he was still under its influence, it must 
be said that there is nothing in the character of 
the people of the new State to justify his con- 
clusion that they separate politically on the line 
between honesty and dishonesty. 

No doubt many a candidate in the heat of an 
election is moved to say in his heart that all 
who are opposed to him are liars and horse- 
thieves, but he knows better and when his cere- 
bral fever has subsided he will cheerfully admit 
that he was mistaken. 

Gov. Haskell is well aware that many an hon- 
est man voted against him and that he @did so 
conscientiously. It should be his ambition now 
so to conduct himself and the affairs of his office 
as to win the approval of political friends 
and foes alike. 

The honest people of this country are not cop. 
fined to one political party and they do not ‘aj 
vote for one candidate, even though hs ‘may 
be as righteous a man as Mr. Haskell.

N Archimedes’ problem ft was assumed that his miniature work! weighed 

ten pounds and the lever beam five pounds. Four-fifths of the length 

of the beam, and, therefore, fotir pounds of its weight, was on one side 
of the fulcrum. 

Let us assume that the beam was five feet in length. Then at the point 
two feet from the fulcrum (the average distance) would be a pressure of . 
four pounds, this being equivalent to a two-pound pressure at the éxtreme 
end. A two-pound weight at the four-foot arm of a five-foot lever would 
raise eight pounds on the short arm. 

Since the world weighed ten pounds and there was already a half-pound 
pressure on the short arm, making a tota! of ten and one-half pounds, there 
would have to be an additional pressure of five-eighths of a pound on the 
long afm to raise the world. 

Therefore, the answer to Archimedes’ problem is that the weight of the 
pressure of his finger was five-eighths of a pound.

Held Young Man While Young

NEW YORK, Sept. 21-—At the re- 
volver’s point, Percy C. Bissell, her dis- 
carded and desperate suitor, drove Miss 
Belle Crouse to a clergyman’s home 
that they might be married, she says. 
Cowering, in fear of her life, the 
trembling girl answered the clergyman’s 
questions which are preparatory to the 
wedding service. Then, fearing for her 
freedom more than for her life, she 

spraug from Bissell’s side, crying: 
“Save me. He will kill me. I do 
not want to marry him. He swore he 
would shoot me if I did not come 
here.’’ 

Luckily the clergyman is a very mus- 
cular Christian; he seized Bissell and 
held him fast while Miss Crouse fled 
to her parents. The baffled Bissell 
again pursued her, but in vain. . Bis- 
sell was not arrested, although he was 
in a policeman’s hands. 

Miss Crouse, 19 years old. is the 
daughter of Rev. Dr. N. P. Crouse, pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian Church, 
Stanhope, N. J. Bissell, 22 years old, 
is a student at the State Normal School, 
Trenton.

then, shrieking, rushed te him and 
claimed his pretection. 
Bissell made as if te seize her. Rev. 
Mr. Giffin, big and strong threw his 
}arms around Bissell and held him, say- 
ing calmly to Miss Crouse: 

“Hurry home. I'll take care of this 
too ardent young man." 

Miss Belle, who is a graduate of Blair 
Hall, “flew,” she says, to her father 
and mother. Rev. Mr. Giffin talked 
long to Bissell, urging him te be a man 
and not thrust his unwelcome atten- 
tions on any woman. Finally the pastor 
let Bissell go. He hurried to the Lake 
Arverne boarding house;. the door re- 
mained closed to him.
